Save Time 
To Enjoy Your

“Save time to enjoy your gar- 
den,” advocates Professor Robert 
D. Derring, head of the landscap- 
gardening division on the Davis 
campus of the University of Cali- 
fornia. 
Lawns and those flowers that 
require special soil conditions, 
constant watering, spraying, dust- 
ing, and pruning are high in main- 
tenance cost, he adds. 
Outside living areas can be 
paved at no greater initial cost 
than that of making a lawn with 
a sprinkler system. Their upkeep 
in terms of labor and cost is nom- 
inal, says the garden architect. 
Flowers or dwarf shrubs planted 
within the terrace will relieve 
glare from the sun. 
The home builder with limited 
time or means can use walls and 
fences instead of hedges in his 
garden. They are functional, save 
space, give immediate effect, and 
require no clipping. 
“In the long run it is always 
an economy to employ a compet- 
ent landscape architect—even for 
small gardens,” the division chair- 
man points out.

wire in cable, 6,400 conductor 
feet of buried wire and 166,400 
conduetor feet of ‘wire in under- 
ground gopher protected cable 
are being used in construction of 
the new telephone feeder and dis- 
tribution system. 

In addition to setting 88 new 
telephone poles and placing 515 
erossarms, construction wil] in- 
volve -use of 380 power poles to 
carry the aerial portion of the 
lines. 

Much of the cable used on the 
job is of the relatively new Al- 
peth type, utilizing aluminum in- 
stead of lead in the cable sheaths. 
Developed. by the Bell Telephone 
laboratories, it consists of an in- 
ner wrapping of paper, a corru- 
gated aluminum layer and an 
outer covering of a hard chemical 
compound called polyethelene. 
The new cable owes its use to a 
shortage of the world’s lead sup- 
ply. 

Mr. Britton stated that the proj- 
ect here is one of the many the 
telephone company has underway 
in rural areas of’ California. He 
said that this year the company 
expects to surpass what it ac- 
complished in 1949 when 20,000 
poles were added, 7,000 miles of 
wire were strung and 28,522 new 
telephones installed in rural areas 
of California. 


Construction of additional rural 
lines, costing $53,000, to serve 
other portions of the exchange, is 
scheduled to get underway here 
later this year, Mr. Britton con- 
cluded.
